For Ridgeway Clocks With “E” Movement (32/1) 
IMPORTANT: We suggest this parts list be kept in 
envelope in clock housing. 
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INSTRUCTIONS FOR SETTING UP CLOCKS WITH “E” MOVEMENTS 


+ Open lower glass door and remove package of parts. 


Remove top back panel and remove bags from weight bord 


. Cut rubber band around chime rods and remove paper packing. 


Remove pendulum from package in step #1, and hang on arms of pendulum suspension arm, 
Never move clock while pendulum is hanging. 

Remove weights from package. (NOTE: One weight is heavier than the others.) Hang this weight 
on right hand chain facing clock. 


. Hang other two weights on left and center sets of chains. 


. Replace top back panel. 
. Adjust levelers on bottom of clock,—Clock must be level. 


Raise weights by placing hand under weight and lifting while pulling down on corresponding loose 
end of chain. } 


Start pendulum swinging and set clock to correct time. 
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ADJUSTMENTS 


If clock runs too slowly, raise pendulum dise by turning knurled nut. 


If clock runs too fast, lower disc in same manner. © 
If chime strikes at a different hour than the hands indicate, move hour hand to proper position. 


If clock does not operate, adjust swing of pendulum by forcing the pendulum suspension arm to 


; right or left until pendulum swings with an even rhythm—the same distance to right and left. 


To silence hour strike, hook black cord on left to hook in back of clock. 
To silence Westminster chime, hook black cord on ied hook in back of clock. 


7. To set clock, the minute hand should aiwarlite moved counter clockwise instead of clockwise.
